To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Thirty-eighth  Annual  Report  on 
the  School  Medical  Service  in  the  County. 

The  health  of  the  school  population  in  1950  continued  to  be 
reasonably  satisfaaory  as  will  be  seen  from  the  body  of  the  report. 

During  the  second  full  year  of  their  operation  the  arrangements 
for  the  medical  care  of  children  under  the  National  Health  Service 
functioned  more  satisfactorily  than  hitherto.  In  particular  the  pro- 
vision of  glasses  andi  the  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  defects 
of  the  nose  and  throat  improved  during  1950.  In  one  important 
respect,  however,  no  progress  can  be  reported.  The  Committee  will 
recall  that  one  of  the  matters  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  at  their  owji  invitation,  was  drawn  in  1948  was  the 
provision  of  a consultative  paediatric  clinic  in  the  County,  and  it  was 
suggested  that  Holyhead  was  the  obvious  centre  for  the  establishment 
of  such  a clinic  based  upon  a hospital.  No  such  clinic  has  yet  been 
established  and,  I regret  to  say,  there  is  no  indication  that  this  need 
will  be  filled  at  an  early  date.  There  is  a tendency,  inevitable  per- 
haps in  view  of  advances  in  the  techniques  of  diagnosis  and  treatment, 
for  hospital  in-patient  services  to  become  concentrated  in  key  hos- 
pitals. All  the  more  reason,  therefore,  why  out-patient  facilities 
should  be  taken  to  the  people  as  far  as  possible. 

Once  again  the  report  does  not  contain  dietailed  reference  to  unsuit- 
able and  insanitary  school  premises.  Routine  reports  on  these  matters 
are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Director  of  Education  from  time 
tc  time  following  visits  paid  to  schools.  While  so  much  remains  to 
be  done  in  rehousing  the  population,  it  appears  invidious  to  enlarge 
on  the  need  for  school  building,  particularly  as  the  Authority  are 
pressing  forward  with  their  building  programme  with  such  expedition 
as,  in  all  the  circumstances,  they  are  permitted  to  display. 

The  Committee  will  have  to  consider  the  implications  of  the  new 
County  Water  Scheme  which  is  now  coming  into  operation.  Schools 
will  have  to  be  connected  to  the  water  supply  as  and  when  oppor- 
tunity arises,  and  pail-closets  and  the  like  will  need  to  be  converted 
tc  water-carriage  systems  of  disposal. 

In  the  financial  year  1950-51  the  gross  cost  of  the  .school  medical 
services  amounted  to  £11,050  which  is  equivalent  to  the  expenditure 
of  29/9d.  per  head  of  the  school  population.  After  allowing  for 
government  grants  the  rate  borne  expenditure  represented  a rare  of  1.8 
pence  for  the  year  or  an  expendimre  equivalent  to  4/9d.  per  head  of 
the  school  population. 
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As  my  report  for  1949  was  going  to  press  the  death  occurred  of 
Mr.  W H.  Parry  who,  for  thirty-eight  years,  was  Chief  Clerk  in  this 
Department.  He  had  played  a large  part  in  building  the  school 
medical  services  and  the  care  of  children  remained  his  major  interest 
to  the  end.  He  was  particularly  interested  in  the  orthopaedic  service 
and  because  of  his  frequent  attendance  at  the  clinics  knew  intimately 
every  crippled  child  in  the  county.  His  unfailing  kindness  and 
natural  courtesy  endeared  him  to  all  and  in  his  passing  the  Committee 
have  lost  a most  valuable  officer. 

During  the  year  the  staff  was  strengthened  by  the  appointment 
of  Dr.  Mair  Humphreys,  who  was  made  responsible  for  the  inspection 
of  senior  girls.  Dr.  Humphreys  also  paid  particular  attention  to  the 
problems  of  personal  hygiene  among  adolescent  girls — a matter  which 
has  been  rather  neglected  hitherto. 

As  a result  of  the  County  Council’s  action  under  Section  111  of 
the  Local  Government  Act,  1933,  two  whole-time  medical  officers  of 
health  were  appointed  during  the  year  to  serve  jointly  the  Education 
Authority  and  the  Local  (Sanitary)  Authorities.  Dr.  G.  H.  B.  Roberts 
was  appointed  to  one  of  these  posts  and  Dr.  G.  P.  Wallace,  whom 
we  welcome  to  the  county,  to  the  other. 

Prof.  MacFarland’s  work  in  establishing  an  orthopaedic  service 
in  the  county  has  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports,  and  his  recent 
appointment  to  the  Chair  of  Orthopaedic  Studies  at  Liverpool  Univer- 
sity will  give  pleasure  to  his  many  friends  in  Anglesey. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  interest  taken  in  the  work  by 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  School  Children  Welfare  Com- 
mittee. I wish  also  to  thank  the  Direaor  of  Education  and  his 
department  for  their  valuable  assistance,  the  Superintendent  Nursing 
Officer  and  the  School  Nurses  for  their  loyal  services  and,  not  least, 
my  professional  colleagues  and  office  staff  for  the  excellence  of  their 
work  and  their  help  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER 


THE  RESULTS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 
The  school  population  in  the  Spring  of  1950  was : —

The  work  of  medical  inspection  is  detailed  in  tables  at  the  end 
of  this  report.  The  statistics  reflect  a satisfactory  state  of  health 
among  the  school  population.  This  opinion  is  confirmed  by  other 
information.  During  the  year  there  were  for  instance  only  5 d'eaths 
of  children  aged  5 to  15  years  (a  dieath  rate  of  approximately  0.7  per 
1,000  school  population  per  annum),  and  of  these  2 were  due  to 
violent  causes. 

Whooping  cough  was  rather  more  prevalent,  particularly  in  the 
rural  areas,  than  in  1949,  and  the  same  was  true  of  measles.  There 
was  also  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
but,  fortunately,  the  prevailing  type  is  mild.  For  the  third  year  in 
succession  no  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  among  children  of  school 
age. 


Details  of  notifiable  diseases  for  the  year  are  appended.  It  should 
be  noted  that  these  figures  relate  to  all  ages.

School  attendance  was  also  good.  In  the  primary  schools  the 
average  attendance  was  88  per  cent,  of  the  children  on  register,  and  in 
the  county  secondary  grammar  schools  the  attendance  was  92  per 
cent.  These  figures  are  practically  identical  with  those  of  1949. 

As  will  be  seen  from  Table  IIA.  on  Page  21  the  commonest 
defects  discovered  at  routine  medical  inspection  are  defeCTs  of  vision 
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including  squint,  and  defects  of  the  nose  and  throat.  Minor  ortho- 
paedic  departures  from  the  normal,  flat  feet  and  postural  dtefects,  are 
not  uncommon,  but  the  severe  crippling  defect  is  happily  not  often 
seen.  Otitis  media  continues  to  be  numerically  a minor  problem  and 
the  same  is  true  of  the  infectious  skin  diseases,  scabies,  impetigo  and 
ringworm. 

GENERAL  CONDITION  AND  NUTRITION. 

The  data  relating  to  general  condition  and  nutrition  (to  be  found 
In  Table  IIB.  on  Page  22)  have  been  expressed  as  percentages 
in  the  table  given  below,  which  also  gives  the  comparable  figures  for 
1949  in  parenthesis.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  children  regarded'  as  being 
in  Class  C has  declined  from  4.7  to  2.8.  The  improvement  noted  in 
last  year's  report  appears  therefore  to  have  been  maintained.  The 
value  in  this  connection  of  the  school  meals  service  and  the  Milk  in 
Schools  scheme  is  generally  recognised.  The  average  number  of  meals 
served  to  children  per  school  day  was  5337.  In  other  words  70  per 
cent,  of  the  school  population  use  this  service.  The  Milk  in  Schools 
scheme  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily.  Every  school  is  supplied 
with  pasteurized  milk  in  one-third  pint  bottles. . Such  a service,  for 
which  we  are  indebted  to  the  Milk  Marketing  Board,  must  be  almost 
unique  in  rural  counties, 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Mass  Radiography  Service. 

In  April  one  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  miniature 
mass  radiography  units  visited  the  county  and  examined  school  child- 
ren and)  others  at  Holyhead,  Llangefni  and  Beaumaris.  School  child- 
ren aged  14  years  and  over  were  invited  to  attend  and  1054,  over  90 
per  cent,  of  those  within  this  age  group  on  the  school  register,  were 
examined  The  adults  examined  included  97  teachers,  1 14  school  can- 
teen workers  and  22  health  visitors  and  nurses.  No  cases  of  pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis  were  diagnosed  but  seven  cases  (three  adults  and  four 
children)  requiring  to  be  kept  under  observation  because  of  suspicious 
radiographic  signs  were  found.  One  of  these  was  eventually  notified 
a.s  a case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
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The  Committee  will  recall  that  in  1948  it  was  resolved  that  an 
undertaking  to  submit  to  an  X-ray  examination  should  in  future  be  a 
cond.ti^n  of  appo  ntmsnt  of  teachers  in  the  Authority  s service.  Since 
that  time  39  teachers  have  been  appointed  and'  35  of  these  were  in- 
emded  in  the  survey.  The  remaining  62  teachers  examined,  there- 
fore. submitted  voluntarily  to  the  examination.  Their  action  in  so 
doing  is  ail  the  more  commendable  in  view  of  the  reluctance  of  cer- 
tain national  organisations  to  face  up  to  this  problem.  It  should 
be  stressedi  that  the  teachers  examined  represent  only  30  per  cent,  of 
all  teachers  in  the  Authority  s service.  65  per  cent,  of  all  school 
canteen  workers  were  examined  (114  out  of  176;. 

One  adult  case  considered  on  mass  radiography  to  require 
‘ obsen'ation'  was  subsequently  notified  as  a case  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. The  rad’  ography  report  left  little  doubt  that  this  case  was 
potentially  infectious.  This  person  was  a school  teacher  and  appar- 
ently in  good  health;  nevertheless,  this  teacher  was  potentially  a 
menace  to  the  children  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  It  was 
obvioudv  necessarv  to  examine  all  children  in  the  school  concerned, 
and  it  was  poss’ble  to  do  this  as  part  of  a tuberculin  survey  being 
undertaken  with  other  objects  in  vew.  All  the  children  were  exam- 
ined by  the  "patch  test,’’  consents  to  this  having  been  obtained  from 
the  parents  in  every  instance.  At  the  same  time,  as  part  of  the  larger 
survey  all  children  in  four  neighbouring  schools  were  "patch-tested." 
These  five  schools  are  comparable  in  every  way : rural  in  character, 
s'tuated  in  neighbouring  villages,  of  the  same  size,  etc.  They  only 
differ  in  one  respect : at  school  "A’’  there  had  been  recently  a teacher 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

In  all  18  positive  results  to  the  "patch-test”  were  obtained.  Of 
these.  2 had  been  notified  in  the  past  as  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
and  a further  3 cases  were  known  to  be  contacts  at  home  of  notified 
cases.  Excluding  these  5.  we  are  left  with  13  children  who  were 
found  to  be  positive  to  the  "patch-test’’  and  whete,  as  far  as  was 
known,  there  was  no  recognised  source  of  their  infection.

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The  test  used  wus  the  "patch-test”  which  is  not  a highly  sensitive 
test.  There  is  no  doubt,  to  my  mind,  that  the  Mantoux  1:100  test, 
for  instance,  would  have  shown  that  the  amount  of  infection  in  school 
"A”  was  even  greater  in  comparison  to  the  others  than  is  shown  by 
the  above  figures.  When  the  13  positive  cases  are  analysed  by  their 
ages  we  obtain:

All  the  positives  in  school  "A”  are  in  the  three-year  group,  8 to 
11.  The  tuberculous  teacher  taught  the  class  aged  S to  9 so  that 
most  of  these  positives  were  in  or  had  recently  passed  through  this 
class. 


There  are  those  who  contend  that  the  examination  of  teachers 
cannot  be  justified  because : — 

.(a)  they  are  not  the  only  people  in  contact  with  children; 

(b)  the  danger  of  infection  from  a teacher  is  small  anyway. 

On  point  (a)  the  obvious  answer  is  that  teachers  are  in  contact 
with  many  children.  The  incident  in  school  "A”  in  my  opinion, 
gives  the  lie  complete  to  contention  (b). 

The  evidence,  though  perforce  circumstantial,  strongly  supports 
the  view  that  children  in  school  "A”  were  infected  in  school  by  a 
teacher  who  was  in  an  infectious  state.  Fortunately,  in  this  instance, 
the  children,  though  infected,  did  not  develop  any  serious  form  of 
the  disease.  They  were  all  seen  by  the  Qiest  Physician  and  no 
untoward  results  have  been  observed.  But  serious  illness,  even  deaths, 
might  have  occurred  and  such  tragedies  have  been  noted  from  time  to 
time  in  the  past. 

This  incident  served  to  underline  the  need  for  stronger  powers 
to  be  vested  in  the  Local  Education  Authority  if  the  spread  of  tuber- 
ailous  infection  in  school  is  to  be  adequately  guarded  against.  The 
matter  is  under  consideration  at  a national  level  at  the  time  of  writing, 
but  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  for  example  the  recommendations 
of  the  Minister  of  Health’s  advisers  on  tuberculosis  are  to  be  imple- 
mented in  full. 
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B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

Substantial  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  County 
Council's  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination.  At  the  present  time  this 
scheme  is  limited  in  its  application  to  the  contacts  of  known  cases  of 
tuberculosis  andi  although  no  formal  application  has  been  made  it  is 
understood  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  do  not  contemplate  extending 
their  approval  to  schemes  for  vaccinating  other  sections  of  the  popula- 
tion who  are  not  at  immediate  risk.  One  such  group  in  whom  Educa- 
tion Authorities  would  be  interested  is  the  school  leaver.  The  peak 
period  of  mortality  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  among  women  occurs 
in  early  adult  life  and  there  is  a substantial  mortality  among  males  of 
this  age  also  (although  in  their  case  the  peak  mortality  occurs  later). 
This  probably  means  that  a considerable  amount  of  serious  infection 
is  contracted  in  the  years  immedliately  after  leaving  school,  which  in 
turn  suggests  that  the  vaccination  of  children  in  their  last  year  at 
school  would  be  of  value.  There  are,  however,  a number  of  complex 
problems  which  have  to  be  solved  before  such  a programme  could  be 
generally  advocated  and  the  Medical  Research  Council  are  at  present 
engaged  on  a large  scale  investigation,  the  results  of  which  should 
serve  to  guide  our  policy. 

The  work  done  to  date  in  Anglesey  with  B.CG.  vaccine  will  be 
recorded!  in  detail  elsewhere  but  our  experience  hitherto  would  sug- 
gest that  the  extension  of  the  scheme  to  cover  "school  leavers”  would 
be  a formidable  undertaking. 

Meanwhile  a number  of  school  children  were  dealt  with  under 
the  Health  Committee’s  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  because  they 
were  contacts  of  notified  cases  of  tuberculosis.  EKiring  1950  a total 
of  55  such  children  were  tested  to  see  if  they  stood  in  need  of 
vaccination  and  31  of  them  were  eventually  vaccinated.

The  position  as  regards  infestation  with  vermin  has  shown  a 
further  improvement.  As  may  be  seen  from  Table  V.  in  the  appendix 
(Page  24)  the  number  of  children  found  to  be  infested  was  212 
or  rather  less  than  3 per  cent,  of  the  school  population.  This  com- 
pares with  292  (4  per  cent  of  school  population)  last  year  and  585  in 
1948.  The  number  of  inspections  was  equivalent  to  4 per  child  dur- 
ing the  year  so  that  from  that  point  of  view  the  search  for  cases  of 
vermin  was  thorough  enough. 

The  school  nurses  still  attend  to  minor  ailments  when  required 
and  the  majority  of  the  835  cases  noted  in  Group  VII.  of  the  Treat- 
ment Tables  in  the  appendix  (Page  23)  were  in  fact  seen  by 
the  nurses.  These  include  the  abrasions,  bruises,  cuts,  stings  and 
similar  happenings  of  school  life  which  call  for  sympathetic  attention. 
We  are  indeed  fortunate  that  impetigo,  ringworm  and  scabies  are 
relatively  rare. 


MOBILE  MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINIC. 

As  was  suggested  in  last  year’s  report,  this  vehicle  is  rather 
inappropriately  named.  It  has  been  used  mainly  as  an  "examination 
room  on  wheels,’’ — approximately  half  the  routine  cleanliness  inspec- 
tions were  conducted  in  this  clinic. 

Some  details  concerning  the  work  of  the  clinic  during  the  year 
are  given  below ; —

She  reports ; — 

"The  Beaumaris  Centre  was  closed  at  the  end  of  March.  Menai 
Bridge  continues  and  is  a good  centre  for  many  outlying  districts; 
attendance  and  co-operation  there  is  outstanding.  Voluntary  help 
with  the  sunlight’  at  Llangefni  and  Menai  Bridge  has  enabled 
many  more  children  to  have  this  treatment.  The  helpers  are  indis- 
pensable and  greatly  appreciated.” 

During  the  year  494  attendances  were  made  at  the  1 1 Orthopaedic 
Clinic  Sessions  held  at  Holyhead  and  Llangefni,  an  average  attendance 
of  45  per  session. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

I append  the  report  of  the  physical  training  organiser : — 

"During  the  year  1950  the  standard  of  Physical  Education 
steadily  improved  and  quite  good  work  was  shown  in  most  of  the 
Schools,  mainly  because  this  year  2,247  pairs  of  plimsoll  shoes 
were  supplied  to  the  Schools  giving  more  children  the  advantage 
of  wearing  suitable  footwear  for  their  Gymnastic,  Dancing  and 
Games  lessons  for  which  unrestricted  foot  movement  is  essential. 
It  is  to  be  noted!  also  that  more  playgrounds  have  been  resur- 
faced and  the  children  have  been  given  a better  opportunity  of 
wearing  suitable  footwear  and  getting  confidence  in  movement. 

The  Modern  approach  to  Physical  Education  calls  for  the 
more  objective  and  free  type  of  work  particularly  in  primary 
gymnastics  where  small  apparatus  is  used  individually  to  assist 
the  child  dairing  a movement.  The  supply  of  such  apparatus  in 
rhe  schools  is  still  inadequate  owing  to  the  high  cost  of  materials. 
I have,  however,  been  able  to  assist  some  Schools  by  supplying 
them  with  small  apparatus  from  stock  in  hand. 
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The  Secondary  Modern  Schools  are  being  supplied  with 
Gymnastics,  Athletics  and  Games  equipment,  which  is  needed  to 
raise  the  standard  of  work.  Good  work  is  shown  in  these  Schools 
and  the  teachers  concerned  are  enthusiastic.  The  interest  in 
Games  is  particularly  keen,  now  that  all  the  secondary  schools  are 
members  of  the  Secondary  School  Sports  Association  and  matches 
in  Hockey,  Netball  and  Football  are  being  played. 

In  the  Secondary  Grammar  Schools,  Holyhead  excepted,  the 
standard  of  work  is  not  very  good.  The  main  reason  is  the  lack 
of  qualified  teachers  in  Physical  Education,  and  this  is  being  taken 
by  teachers  who  are  specialists  in  other  subjects.  They  are,  how- 
ever, doing  their  best  to  improve  the  standard  of  work  but  it  is 
still  not  up  to  Secondary  School  Standard. 

The  majority  of  the  Secondary  Schools  possess  their  own  play- 
ing fields  but  the  conditions  for  introducing  and  playing  summer 
games  and  athletics  could  be  improved  by  the  regular  rolling  and 
cutting  of  these  fieldls.  A jumping  pit  is  essential  for  the  jump- 
ing events  in  Athletics,  particularly  since  all  the  Schools  take  part 
in  the  Annual  County  Sports. 

Anglesey  is  the  only  Welsh  County  which  has  its  own  Second- 
ary Schools  Sports  Association.  This  Association  organises  all 
the  Games  for  both  girls  and  boys. 

The  above  Association  runs  a Junior  County  Football  Team 
for  boys  under  15  years  of  age  and  competes  in  the  Welsh  Schools 
Trophy  Competition.  In  March,  1950,  the  team  reached  the 
quarter  finals  and  was  ultimately  beaten  by  Wallasey  Schools  after 
playing  three  games.  The  team  was  handicapped  in  the  final 
game  by  the  absence  of  two  of  their  best  players  who  were  play- 
ing in  South  Wales  in  a final  International  Trial  Match. 

In  March,  1950,  the  Anglesey  Girls’  Hockey  team  won  a close 
game  against  Caernarvonshire  at  Beaumaris  by  2-1.  thus  winning 
a Silver  Cup  which  is  given  to  the  winners  of  the  competition. 
It  is  a pity  that  the  County  Hockey  team  cannot  get  more  oppon- 
ents, but  no  other  County  organises  a Senior  team  at  County  level. 

In  July,  1950.  the  Welsh  Secondary  Schools  A.A.A.  held  their 
National  Championships  on  the  University  College  ground, 
Bangor,  and  a team  of  40  schoolboys  represented  Anglesey.  They 
met  with  stiff  opposition  andl  did  not  get  well  up  into  the  final 
positions;  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  gratifying  to  note  that  all 
members  of  the  Anglesey  Team  gained  National  Standard  Cer- 
tificates. This  is  good  considierine  the  very  short  time  that  ser- 
ious attention  has  been  given  to  Athletics  in  the  County. 
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Netball  is  being  introduced  into  the  Secondary  Modern 
Schools  and  keen  interest  is  shown.  It  is  hoped  that  a County 
Netball  team  may  represent  Anglesey  in  one  or  two  years  time 
in  the  Annual  North  Wales  Tournament. 

Cricket  is  not  widely  played)  in  the  Secondary  Schools  owing 
mainly  to  the  lack  of  equipment  and  facilities  in  some  cases.  The 
first  factor  will  shortly  be  overcome  as  most  of  the  schools  will  be 
supplied  with  the  necessary  apparams. 

One  Refresher  Course  for  Teachers  in  Primary  Gymnastics 
and  Games  was  held  at  the  Amlwch  County  Primary  School  on 
Tuesday  evenings — November  23td,  30th,  December  7th  and  14th. 
37  teachers  attended  the  Course  and  took  part  in  the  classes, 
enthusiastically.  Two  sessions  were  taken  to  demonstrate  the 
use  of  small  apparatus  andl  two  demonstration  classes  by  Miss  M. 
R.  Hughes,  Infants,  and  Mr.  Elwyn  Davies,  Juniors.  Both  classes 
showed  a good  standard  of  work,  and  the  Course  was  successful 
in  all  respects. 

If  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  shown  in  the  schools  is  main- 
tained, the  standard  of  work  in  Physical  Education  in  the  County 
should  improve  considerably.

DEFECTIVE  EYESIGHT  AND  SQUINT. 

The  ophthalmic  service  for  school  children  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  as  far  as  the  examination  of  children  and 
the  prescription  of  glasses  were  concerned.  29  clinics  were  held 
during  1950  which  means  in  effect  that  the  delay  in  obtaining  attention 
never  on  rhe  average  exceeded  4 — 6 weeks.  297  children  were  exam- 
ined for  errors  of  refraction  and  38  for  other  defects.  244  prescrip- 
tions for  spectacles  were  issued  and  spectacles  were  supplied  in  159 
cases.  Operative  treatment  for  squint  is  available  at  the  C.  & A.  Hos- 
pital, Bangor,  and  during  the  year  5 cases  were  operated  upon. 

In  last  year’s  report  reference  was  made  to  the  serious  delays  in 
the  provision  of  glasses  for  children  with  defective  vision.  In  1949 
a delay  of  several  months  was  usual  and!  instances  of  delay  exceeding 
12  months  were  quoted.  As  further  stated,  however,  there  was  evid- 
ence in  mid-1950  of  some  improvement  in  this  unsatisfactory  state  of 
affairs. 
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I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a very  substantial  improvement 
in  1950.  The  records  of  the  majority  (85  per  cent.)  of  the  children 
seen  by  the  ophthalmic  surgeons  during  the  course  of  the  year  have 
been  checked  and  these  show  that  three  out  of  every  four  children 
who  had  glasses  ordered  for  them  had  received  their  spectacles  within 
eight  weeks  of  the  prescription.  There  is  still  a dielay  of  more  than 
four  months  in  approximately  one  case  in  every  ten  but  this  position 
too  shows  promise  of  improvement. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT. 

All  consultations  and  operations  for  conditions  of  the  ear,  nose 
and  throat  are  held  at  the  C.  & A.  Hospital,  Bangor. 

These  are  among  the  commonest  causes  of  ill-health  among  child- 
ren and  during  the  year  153  cases  were  referred'  for  a Specialist  opinion 
and  114  cases  were  operated  upon,  mostly  for  the  removal  of  tonsils 
and/or  adenoids. 

The  position  regarding  the  availability  of  these  services  is  indi- 
cated below :

Tliere  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  rate  at  which  cases  are 
called!  for  consultation  but  the  waiting  list  for  operation  is  rather 
larger  than  last  year.  There  is  on  the  average  a delay  of  three  months  or 
so  between  the  discovery  of  the  defect  and  the  child  being  seen  by  the 
Specialist.  If  an  operation  is  advised  a further  delay  of  three  months 
is  usual  before  the  child  obtains  his  treatment.  In  this  respect  the 
position  in  1950  did  not  differ  materially  from  that  in  1949.  If 
these  delays  are  to  be  obviated  the  hospital  authorities  would  have 
to  consider  transferring  the  service  partly  to  outlying  hospitals  where 
beds  could!  be  made  available  and  possibly  also  increasing  the  special- 
ist staff.  Is  there  any  reason  why  consultations  should  not  be  held 
and  operations  performed  at,  for  example,  Holvhead,  provided  trained 
nursing  staff  and  an  adequate  out-patient  department  were  made 
available  there?

Much  work  was  done  during  1950  in  the  ascertainment  of 
handicapped  pupils  and  at  the  year’s  end  the  number  of  such  pupils 
on  the  register  had  increased  by  16  compared  to  1949-  As  will  be 
seen,  the  difference  may  be  ascribed  largely  to  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  pupils  ascertained  to  be  educationally  subnormal.  During 
the  year  a residential  special  school  for  such  pupils  was  opened  at 
Treborth  Hall,  Caernarvonshire,  and  for  the  first  time  the  placing 
of  suitable  children  in  a special  school  became  a comparatively  easy 
matter. 

Discussions  took  place  with  the  Ministry  during  the  year  on 
the  implications  of  Memorandum  341  and  its  application  to  Welsh 
children — a matter  referred  to  in  detail  in  last  year’s  report.  The 
Ministry  appreciated  the  difficulty  of  testing  Welsh  speaking  children 
by  means  of  verbal  tests  standardized  on  English  speaking  children 
and  recognised  that  modifications  of  the  test  (by  omission  or 
variation  of  items)  might  be  necessary.  We  were  informed  that  such 
unavoidable  modifications  would  be  acceptable. 

During  the  year,  two  medical  officers  attended  the  course  on 
educationally  subnormal  children  which  is  arranged  by  the  University 
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of  London  under  the  aegis  of  the  Ministry.  All  the  medical  staff  are 
now  recognised  by  the  Minister  as  competent  to  ascertain  which 
children  fall  into  this  category  of  handicapped  pupils. 

Penhesgyn 

Penhesgyn  is  a small  sanatorium  for  girls  of  school  age  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  (normally  of  the  "primary”  type  of  lesion).  This 
institution  is  managed  by  the  C.  & A.  Hospital  Management  Com- 
mittee but  the  Anglesey  Education  Authority  is  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  educational  facilities.  On  the  31st  December,  1950,  there 
were  14  girls  in  the  hospital,  four  being  Anglesey  cases.  One  of  the 
school  dentists  pays  periodical  visits,  and  during  the  year  19  children 
were  inspected,  16  of  whom  were  found  to  need  treatment,  and  11 
received  treatment.

The  relatively  small  number  of  P.S.W.  interviews  is  explained 
by  the  fact  that  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year  no  P.S.W. 
was  available,  andl  a S W.  attended  for  1 session  only  during 
which  she  would  have  been  concerned  with  obtaining  histories 
only.’’ 

The  shortage  of  trained  psychiatric  social  workers  is  a serious 
handicap  to  the  work  being  dbne  by  the  team  at  Bangor.  Efforts  are 
being  made  by  the  hospital  authorities  to  recruit  adequate  staff,  but  if 
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these  fail  the  education  authorities  should'  give  earnest  thought  them- 
selves to  engaging  a suitable  worker  and  if  necessary  arranging  for 
the  training  of  such  a person.  Tliere  is,  after  all,  ampV  precedent 
for  this  course.  Many  Local  Authorities  have  in  the  past  (and  indeed 
still  do)  arranged  for  the  training  of  health  visitors  and  district 
nurses. 


DENTAL  SERVICES. 

At  a time  when  the  allurements  of  private  practice  under  the 
National  Health  Service  were  attraaing  considerable  numbers  of  den- 
tists from  the  local  authority  service,  we  can  regard  ourselves  as  being 
fortunate,  if  not,  indeed,  unique  in  having  throughout  1950  a full 
complement  of  dental  officers.  It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  salary 
awards  recently  announced  will  enable  the  preventive  dental  services 
to  be  adequately  staffed.  Meanwhile  the  committee  have  considered 
what  action  should  be  taken  to  improve  the  conditions  under  which 
school  dental  work  was  being  dbne.  As  a result  a new  dental  clinic 
was  opened  in  Holyhead  and  the  position  in  the  east  of  the  county 
is  being  actively  examined. 

The  statistics  relating  to  dental  work  will  be  found  in  Table  IV. 
of  the  appendix  (Page  23)  where  it  will  be  seen  that  74  per 
cent,  of  the  school  population  were  inspected  for  dental  defects. 
Children’s  teeth  should  be  examined  at  least  once  a year  and  at  present 
it  is  impossible  to  achieve  this  aim. 

As  usual,  dental  defects  were  foundl  to  be  very  common : 76  per 
cent  of  the  children  inspected  being  considered  in  need'  of  treatment. 

Mr.  Elwyn  Jones  reports  as  follows;  — 

"The  dental  condition  of  children  of  Anglesey  shows  a slight 
improvement.  A further  improvement  could  be  effected  if  the  rate 
of  consents  for  treatment  were  better.  Consent  forms  are  issued  to 
every  child  requiring  treatment  but  there  is  doubt  if  the  form  reaches 
every  parent.  Indeed  one  is  led  to  feel  that  some  of  the  refusals  are 
made  out  by  the  children  themselves. 

This  year  again  Oral  Hygiene  has  not  been  praaised  by  all  the 
children.  Whilst  most  possess  a tooth  brush,  there  is  a good  propor- 
tion who  neglect  to  use  it.  The  co-operation  of  parents  in  this  matter 
could  bring  about  a big  improvement. 

During  the  year  the  new  Dental  Clinic  was  opened  at  Park  School 
House,  Holyhead,  and  is  proving  most  satisfactory  both  to  the  patients 
and  myself. 
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With  the  opening  of  the  clinic,  the  provision  of  an  anaesthetic 
machine  would  be  of  value.  At  present  the  odd  cases  which  necessi- 
tate general  anaesthetics  are  treated  at  the  Stanley  Hospital. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  given  by  the  Head 
Teachers  and  members  of  the  Teaching  Profession  and  the  School 
Nurses.  They  are  most  anxious  to  do  anything  which  will  be  of  help 
to  the  pupils.  ” 

Dr.  C.  M.  Rolant-Thomas  reports  as  follows : 

"The  School  Dental  Service  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  island  has 
carried  out  the  usual  routine  during  the  past  12  months;  there  is  an 
increasing  readiness  to  accept  treatment,  but  the  main  object  of  the 
service — i e.,  to  have  the  opportunity  of  making  every  school  child 
dentally  lit — is  far  from  being  attained.  A certain  percentage  of  the 
children  accept  treatment  regularly  year  after  year;  others  accept  one 
year,  and  refuse  the  next  for  no  apparent  reason;  and  an  intransigent 
minority  refuses  all  treatment,  at  all  times.  Every  child  in  the  circuit 
of  schools  for  which  I am  responsible  is  examined  annually,  and  about 
to  be  put  into  operation  now,  is  a system  whereby  consent  to  treat- 
ment during  the  whole  of  school  life  is  asked  for  in  the  'baby  class’ 
ar  the  first  inspection.  This  will  gradlially  build  up  a group  of 
children  who  will  have  regular  dental  attention  throughout  school  life, 
and  leave  school  dentally  fit. 

My  thanks  are  due  again  to  the  heads  and  staffs  of  the  schools 
in  my  area  for  their  help  and  co-operation,  and  to  the  Health  Visitors 
who  see  the  children  at  frequent  intervals,  and  can  do  much  to  encour- 
age a higher  standard  of  oral  hygiene.’’ 


Dental  Survey. 

Dr.  C.  Rolant-Thomas  conducted  a special  survey  of  school 
children  during  1950  in  order  to  provide  accurate  data  concerning  the 
incidence  of  dental  caries.  She  paid  unadvertised  visits  to  schools  in 
Beaumaris,  Llangefni,  Menai  Bridge  and  Aethwy  Rural  District  and 
examined  every  child  in  school  on  the  day  of  her  visit,  who  fell  into 
one  or  other  of  the  chosen  age  groups,  until  a total  of  200  children 
had  been  obtained  in  each  group.  The  number  of  "decayed,  missing  or 
filled’’  (D.M.F.)  teeth  were  recorded  for  each  child.

83  per  cent,  of  children  aged  5 to  6 show  evidence  of  past  or 
present  dental  disease  and  the  same  percentage  applies  to 
children  aged  12  to  13.

The  average  number  of  affected  teeth  per  child  is  4.7  at  the  age 
of  5 to  6 years  and  5.5  at  the  age  of  15  to  16  years.
